Radio Hams Can No Longer 
Establish Contact In Russia

SAN DIEGO, Calif, — “Dit... 
da... da-.. .” 

The signal faded. Then, the stac- 
cato code sounded a friendly “Sev- 
enty Three’’—which means “the best 
of luck”—and the Iron Curtain rolled 
down with finality to end the last 
bit of two-way communication be- 
tween the people of Russia and satel- 
lites and their colleagues in North 
America, 

That was last July. Since then, 
radio “hams” in Canada and the U.S. 
have worked overtime to re-establish 
contact, hoping desperately that the 
silence had been caused by poor 
weather conditions, Now, the verdict 
is: Censorship! 

For the past few years, while dip- 
lomats, journalists and government 
officials were complaining about the 
inaceessibility of Russia, a number 
of radio. operators were in constant 
touch with enthusiasts in that coun- 
try. Their calls went through with 
no more difficulty than it takes to 
deposit a coin in the slot and dail a 
number, And, less expense, 

According to Dick Shanks, presi- 
dent of the San Diego Long Distance 
club “you could hardly turn a radio 
on without getting a call signal from 
Russia,” 

As a result of the ensuing chats, 
Shanks and other “DX” club mem- 
bers got a pretty good idea of what 
the Russian people were like. The 
“calling cards’ which the Russian 
hams sent provided them with a 
technicolor picture of the country. 

Most of their code-and-conversa- 
tion correspondents turned out to be 
government officials and all but a 
few were able to speak English 
fluently. With the exception of po- 
litical discussion, they proved vel- 
uble on most subjects. Sometimes, 
they were quite disarming. 

One amateur told Lee Sheridan a 
lot of engaging stories about his fam- 
ily. He was "proudest of his very 
small daughter, Unable to walk yet, 
the child could ski “pretty good” and 
so he and his wife allowed the 
youngster to wear her skis around 
the house to prevent her from falling.

Designed to impress the recipients, 
they contain spectacular color photos 
of the Russian museums, theatres, 
government and military headquar- 
ters, the Dynamo sports stadium, 
apartment buildings, the cathedral- 
like interior of the Moscow subway. 
And, of course, there are plenty of 
portraits of Russian heroes—includ- 


ing A. 8S. Popow, who is proudly 
identified as “The Inventor of 
Radio”, 


Quite naturally, radio hams in San 
Diego as elsewhere lament the cur- 
tain close, since it cuts sharply into 
their proud records of countries con- 
tacted. Nor are any of them deaf 
to the implication that one of the 
last avenues of peaceful communica- 
tion and individual friendliness has 
been barred and an ominous ‘No 
Admittance” sign hung before it.

British Children Make Manful 
Efforts At Spelling “Saskatchewan” -

LONDON, — A classic complaint 
among Canadians visiting Britains is 
that they are frequently assumed to 
belong to some kind of offshoot of 
the United States, However, the war 
and post-war Canadian aid to Bri- 
tain, emphasis on the importance of 
the British Commonwealth, and the 
renewed flow of migration have all 
influenced the knowledge of Britons 
To gauge the effect 
of these factors on the younger gen- 
eration of Britons, I carried out a 
test with a group of London school-
